French President Resigns. F 

To-day’s cables announce the 
resignation of Alexandre Mil- 
lerand, President.of the French 
Republic’ since 1920, He was 
born ‘in Paris. in’ 1869, ‘and 
was educated there. He studied 
law, and since 1881 has been an 
advocate at the Paris Court .of 
Appeal.’ For some years he 
edited “La Petite Republique,” 
and “La Lanterne,” jhaving in the 
latter MM. Briand and Viviani as 
collaborators. In 1885 he entered 
the Chamber as a deputy for 


of the extreme Left, and was for 
some years’ leader of the Socialist 
Left. Eventually he broke away 
from the unified Sociatist-gréup,, 


became an. independent ‘Socialist. 
In" the Chamber "he -was a 
recognised authority.. on’ social 
reform, and his appointment to 
the Ministry of Commerce (1899) 
gave him a wide field for dealing 
with such questions. as women’s 
work;, old age pensions, etc.- In 
1909 he became Minister of Public 
Works, and in 1912 Minister of 
War, an office he resumed on the 
outbreak of the Great War, and 
held. till the resignation of the 
Viviani «Ministry . ‘ (November, 
1915).
